Problem 


Editor, Bulletin. — During the 
war, because of the great textile 
shortage, and even greater de- 
mand for this product by the pub- 
lic, the manufacturers, and the 
wholesalers, were glad to pur 
chase any and all the cloth that 
was obtainable, and were accept- 
ing deliveries of cloth from the 
mills that were not even ordered 
Unfortunately, for one reason or 
another, the mills nave flooded 
us with stocks of tweeds, 

The demand of the war era has 
gone, The type, style, and quality 
of the merchandise in demand in 
this so-called post war period has 
changed completely, Abundant 
stocks of tweeds are in stock 
rooms of wholesalers and manu- 
facturers, and in warehouses 
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By Webster Russian’s Plan

which are not being sold, The 
price tags are being continually 
reduced, and yet the tweeds can- 
not be converted into cash—cash 
is required to finance the pur- 
chase of new merchandise both 
in style and quality 

History has shown that such 
circumstances lead to a financial 
crisis forcing factories to close 
thus creating unemployment To 
illustrate the gravity of this prob- 
lem concerning Banks, and af- 
fecting Textilers, Manufacturers, 
and the working people involved, 
I quote briefly from 1945 statistics 
as follows: needle trade manufac 
turing establishments 2,740, These 
factoties give employment to 60 
000 people. Cost of materials over 
430 million, Capital involved 
about 500 million, Gross value of 
the textile industry close to a bil- 
lion dollars 

If immediate steps were taken 
in the right direction, the situa- 
tion could be rectified, and the 
problem could be solved, 

Commercial and industrial en- 
terprises, from a financial point 
of view, are like a chain of links, 
break one, the chain ts ruined 
Like the steady beat of the heart 
to the human being, so is the 
steady turning of our Industrial 
wheels vital to our Dominion’'s 
well-being, In the name of the 


future of our textile business, 
and our needle trade industry, 
which has developed so enor- 


mously, and which is a credit to 
young Canada, 1 suggest that all 
people and establishments involv- 
ed in this matter co-operate, and 
appoint a committee and appeal 
to our federal government to 
make all necessary arrangements 
and facilities, to enable us to 
export our tweeds and tweed 
products to the foreign countries 
who want them 

It is my sincere hope that this 
letter will attract the attention of 


our chambers of commerce 
throughout the Dominion, and 
that they will take this urgent 


matter into their hands, and make 
the appeal. By so doing, the fin- 
ancial danger threatening us by 
the textile problem wi!l be avert- 
ed, and only then shall the 60,000 
or more working people in the 
needle trade industry be assured 
of full time employment, +and 
prosperity shall prevali for the 
rest of the people of Canada at 
large,

The tone and vontent of the 
Soviet reply to Britain, Frasee 
and the United States were—@s 


M. Schuman, the French ex-Pre-, 


mier remarked—"on the expected 
lines.” For they fit completely 
into the pattern of Soviet diplo- 
matic strategy, It is a pattern of 
a type familiar enough in pre- 
war days, 

First, there is the deliberate 
creation of a crisis: of a difficult 
and potentially dangerous situa- 
tion: the stirring in the minds of 
peoples profundly desiring peace 
of apprehension that a new war 
is a possibility, Add to that, in- 
evitably, hardship and suffering 
for millions of people, That is * 
refinement not thought of by 
hitler 

Then, the stage thus set, come 
hints that a settlement would be 
perfectly easy, that any war 
danger can be quite simply exor- 
cised, that any suffering can be 
alleviated at once, if only other 
people will be reasonable and 
come into conference to discuss 
ways and means of reaching a 
compromise, Compromise, be it 
understood, in Soviet terminology 
means satisfaction of some of the 
Soviet demands in exchange for 
postponement of others. Even 
Hitler did not ask at Munich for 
all of Czechoslovakia, 

How reasonable in itself seems 
the suggestion that the Soviet 
government would not object to 
negotiations, with no preliminary 
conditions, about “the general 
question of quadripartite control 
in relation to Germany.” 

But what in fact does it mean? 
What, after the weary failures of 
last year, is there left to argue? 
What do the Russians intend? 

The answer is very plain, This 
conference, if held, will be an 
occasion not only for the usual 
tirades against the Wescern Allies 
but for a series of peremptory 
Soviet demands, with which the 
West will be required to comply 
as the price of a “settlement,” 
with perhans some slight modifi- 
cation of them at some stage to 


create the illusion of a com- 
promise 
x &k *& 

The note itself makes it ob- 
vious whaf the immediate de- 
mands would be. First, accept- 
ance of the end of the Four- 
Power control of Berlin and of 


integration of the command, pol- 
itically and economically, in the 
Soviet Zone with, as a “com- 
promise”, the retention of “token” 
British and American and French 
military detachments in the cap- 
ital, by permission of the Soviet 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Second, annulment of all meas- 
ures taken this year for the pol- 
itieal and economic organization 
of the Western Zones: thus leav- 
ing Germany still divided by the 
“iron curtain", with the West 
catastrophically disorganized and 
the East tightly under Soviet con- 
trol, 


Third, conception of a quad- 
ripartite control of the Ruhr, 
which would give the Russians 


a foothold and a base of opera- 


tions in the West: for which they 
are just as anxious as they are 
to deprive the Western Allies of 
any foothold in the East. 

That is the first stage. The 
ousting of the Western Allies 
from Berlin, The disorganization 
of Western Germany. The separ- 
ation of Western Germany from 
the economic system of the Eure 
opean economic programme, The 
establishment of a Soviet base 
of political operations close to 
the Ruhr, 

If even a considerable part of 
such a program could be carried 
through, if the required con- 
cessions could be extracted from 
the three powers for the sake of 
a “settlement,” not only the di- 
rect but the indirect gain would 
be considerable, It would en- 
hance Soviet prestige and shake 
western prestige throughout Ger- 
many. It would create—precisely 
as Hitler sought to create—a 
mystique of inevitable advance, 
of a historic destiny. A sort of 
habit of thinking that the alterna- 
tives were war and acquiesence 
in Soviet expansion and that this 
would be the final settlement, 
that Russia had no further aspira- 
tions. There would be hints of 
vast economic advantage, as well 
as of security and “peace with 
honor.” It is a faithful copy of the 
Munich technique—with maybe 
Turkey and Persia and the 
Middle East, maybe the Scandi- 
navian lands, cast for the role of 


Poland, 
x * * 

But—again the Munich parallel 
is perfect—this would not be the 
end in Germany, but only the 
“break through” before “mopping 
up”. 

"The Warsaw Conference re- 
vealed the outline of a new opera- 
tion, Complete “demilitariza- 
tion”, which could be interpreted 
to mean the rembval from West- 
ern Germany of every possible 
means of defence: but in the hid- 
den and secret East, nothing at 
all And then “the occupation 
armies of all Powers will be with- 
drawn from Germany.” 

The field would be clear for 
the final coup. Communist and 
ex-Nazi para-military formations 
are already being organized in 


the Soviet Zone. There are al- 
most certainly actual military 
units—a new “Black Reichswehr* 


ready under trusted leadership, 
If need be Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia could easily pick a quar+ 
rel—on whatever pretext-—and—~ 
again Hiller supplies many 
models—the forces of the “peo- 
ple’s democracy” could be set in 
motion, And there would be 
nothing in the case of the French 
and Benelux borders to stop or 
even hinder the sweep. The “iron 
curtain” would be west of the 
Rhine: and Germany would have 
become another satrapy of the 
Moscow empire. 

That is the great plan. It may 
sound as fantastic as, in 1933, 
Hitler's great plan would have 
sounded, But there it is, quite 
visibly outlined in the Soviet note 
of July I4th,;and in the resolu- 
tions of the Warsaw Conference,
